No Mercy for Tenants, 

„Mr. Parnell’s bill proposing relief had 
been scornfully rejected by the Tory Govern- 
ment, A single winter’s agitation caused the 
Government to eat its words. It proposed in 
1887 the bill it had rejected by an overwhelm- 
ing majority in 1886. But nothing gould in- 
duce it to offer quarter to the tenants whose 
combinations had forced this measure of jus- 
tice from it. The tenants were placed outside 
the pale of the law which their own sacrifices 
had won. The whole strength of coercion for 
the last four years had been directed 
to inflicting vengeance upon them and utterly 
exterminating them by way of warning to the 
rest of the Irish tenantry. The Irish people, 
on the other hand, bave made these men’s 


cause their own. They have determined at 


all hazards not to let them fall a prey to the 
vengeance of the landlords and coercionists. 
The latest and most signal proof of this de- 
termination is the case of New Tipperary, 
where the population of a whole town and of 
two neighboring estates had given up their 
homes and farms en masse rather than let 
their rents be used by their landlords. 

Both in England and in Ireland it is rec- 
ognized that the general election will turn 
upon the issue of the struggle between co- 
ercion and combination upon these estates. 
If the tenants could be broken by terrorism 
or starvation, the Government could carry 
whatever land-purchase scheme it pleased 
and go to the country with triumph over the 
success of coercion. On the other hand if 
Mr. Balfour has to face the general 
election with the confession that as the land- 
lord syndicates with all their gold and Dublin 
Castle with all its bayonets and removables 
have failed to break the spirit of a couple of 
dozen bodies of Irish tenantry after all these 
years of merciless repression, the coercion 
policy, already disliked, will be overwhelined 
with ignominy at the polls. 

„One of our chief objects in America will 
be to explain the character of the struggles in 
Ireland and the system of coercion in force 
there. I believe Americans will be electrified 
when they hear the story of Tipperary. For 
the present the question of a national fighting 
fund and the question of a charitable fund are 
wholly separate, The danger of famine along

BIG RAILROAD SCHEME. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF J. PIERPONT MOR- 


The Vanderbilts Desire to Secure Absolute 
Control of the Railway System from 
New York to Ogden, Utah—They Want 
the Southern Pacific and May Get It— 
Evidence of Some Dissatisfaction in the 
„Bankers“ Triangie. “ 


n pleasure and incidentally

uf Drexel, Morgan & Co. holds a controlling

informed claim that starting developments in 
the Western railroad situation will be made 
soon after Mr. Morgan’s return to New York. 

That Mr. Morgan is accompanied on his 
present trip by President M. E. Ingalls of the 
“ Big Four” and other officials who hold high 
rank and distinction among the Vanderbilt 
hosts tends to confirm the statement recently 
made in Tun Tatsunz that the so-called 
“bankers’ triangle” has bad a} falling out 
and that two of the three banking firms which 
composed the triangle—Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. and Baring Bros.—are falling one way, 
while Drexel, Morgan & Co. are working in 
another direction. When the bankers’ trian- 
gle was first organized it had the object in 
view of gaining control of the entire railway 
system west of Chicago by forcing the vanous 
roads into a general consolidation, with the 
bankers’ triangle holding’ their securi- 
ties and dictating their policy. The 
Vanderbilts at that time had no 
other lines west of Chicago than the Chicago 
and Northwestern and Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Omuha, which is controlled by 
the Northwestern.

Vanderbilt deal more startling in its nature 
than the much-talked-of Union Pacific-North- 
western deal. The fact is generally known 
that Drexel, Morgan & Co. hold a con- 
trolling interest in the Elgin, Joliet and East- 
ern Belt Line and the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroads. The latter has been 
compelled to take sides with those opposed to 
the Northwestern and Union Pacific. This is 
not what Drexel, Morgan & Co. desire. 
Their intention is to bring these roads into 
the Vanderbilt fold. The opinion is expressed 
that this will be done as soon as Mr. Morgan 


has returned to New York. Those 
who are on the inside pretend 
to know that before many days 


have passed a traffic agreement similar to that 
existing between the Union Pacific and North- 
western will be made between the North- 
western and Milwaukee and St. Paul, and it 
is even predicted by some, that a consolida- 
tion of the two system, will be made.

The Elgin, Joliet and Eastern connects all 
the Vanderbilt lines East from Chicago with 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul and Chicago 
and Northwestern systems, and by the use of 
this connecting link the Vanderbilt lines East 
and West of Chicago will be able to transact 
their through traffic without going through 
Chicago and paying heavy terminal and 
transfer charges. 

The consummation of the deal outlined in 
the foregoing will give the Vanderbilts the ab- 
solute contiol ofa gigantio railway system 
from New York to Ogden, Utah, and all they 
would need will be the control of the Central 
Pacific branch of the Southern Pacific to give 
them independent lines through from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific coast, with terminals 
both at San Francisco, Cal., and Portland, 
Ore., the Oregon Short Line of the Union Pa- 
cific already furnishing an outlet to the latter 
point. 


The fact that negotiations are already going 


on between the Vanderbilts and Leland Stan- 


ford and other owners of the Southern Pa- 
cific with a view of obtaining possession of 
the interest of those parties in the Southern 
Pacific has already been mentioned in Tug 
Targunn, and C. P. Huntington admits there 
is a probability that the Vanderbilts will suc. 
ceed in acquiring control of that property. 
With the Southern Pacific in their control the 
Vanderbilts will be masters of the situation, 
and will be able to dictate terms to all other 
roads in the country.

AS GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS HE SIGNED 
THE CONVICT-LABOR LAW. 


James PF. Root Tells How the Democratic 
Candidate for United States Senator Once 
Fathered What He Now Claims to Op- 
‘pose—Palmer’s Hypocrisy in the Days of 
Slavery—His Attempt to Cast Odium 
Upon Honest Officials by Gross Misrep- 
resentation, 

Gen. John M. Palmer in his speech at Pull- 
man a few nights ago had a great deal to say 
about contract convict labor, but he neglected 
to inform his hearers that he himself, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of illinois, signed the bill 
authorizing the contracting of prison labor. 


James P. Root, who was a member of the 


Legislature which passed the bill, in speaking 
of this action, said: 

“I have known Gen. John M. Palmer for 
twenty-six years. I knew him when he was 
Governor and when he was a General. I like 
the man personally, and regard him as one of 
the best lawyers in the State. I have always 
thought he was heretical and very demagogi- 
cal, I regard him as one of the most incon- 
sistent and unreliable men of prominence and 
ability that I ever knew. It is proposed that 
he shall be a Senator of the great State of IIli- 
nois in the National Senate, a position which 
has been well filled by Douglas, Shields, 
Browning, and Logan. Consistency is a 
jewel. 

John M. Palmer was a Democrat, Ken- 
tucky-born ; self-educated, a child of free in- 
stitutions, and a natural abolitionist. At the 
Bloomington convention in 1855 Gen. Palmer, 
then a young man, made a speech that at- 
tracted the attention of the entire State. 
Owen Lovejoy, John F. Farnsworth; and 
Henry W. Blodgett, now Judge of the Federal 
Court, were present on that occasion. 

At that very time, or a short time before, 
he was a Democrat of the Bourbon stripe, and 
he told me that while he was a Democrat 
living at Carlinville he made aspeech toa 
Democratic meeting from the court-house 
steps at Carlinville, and at the same time had 
a runaway slave in his cellar. He passed the 
slave the next night to the agent of the 
‘underground railroad’ at Jacksonville, who 
passed him on to old Dr. Chandler at Chan- 
dierville, and from there the fugitive worked 
his way to Owen Lovejoy, on to Dr. Dyer, 
and thence to L. C. P. Freer in Chicago, by 
whom he was sent by boat to Canada. 

He also told me of hiding a runaway slave 
in his stable, and—well, Gen. Palmer knows 
the oat-bin experience which he has related to 
more than one of his acquaintances. It seems 
that at this time he was a Bourbon Democrat, 
posing before the Kentucky Democracy in 
the southern portion of the State, and at the 
same time was a ‘conductor’ on the ‘ under- 
ground railroad.’ 3 

In his speech at Pullman the other night 
Gen. Palmer referred to the pénitentiary sys- 
tem in this State. I was a member of the 
Twenty-seventh General Assembly, which 
passed the Convict Labor bill which Gen. 
Palmer says he opposed in his message 
as Governor. As a matter of fact he approved 
the bill which was reported to the House for 
passage by A. H. Burley, who was Chairman 
on the House Committee on Penitentiaries. 
In his speech Gen. Palmer called attention to 
the fact that the people had amended the 
State Constitution so as to prohibit contract 
convict labor, and then he went on to say that 
the convicts are still working for contractors, 
allowing his hearers to infer. that the labor 


‘Tile wes tote by contract since the Consti- 


Penitentiary Commissioners have not let any 
contracts since the amendment was adopted. 
But he said: ‘They are going on with tlie 
same contract system.’ If he had been fair 
and honest he would have admitted that there 
had not been a contract let under the present 
system, but that the unexpired contracts 
which were in existence when the amendment 
was adopted had to be carried out, He tries 
to impose upon the people by declaring that 
contracts are still made, notwithstanding the 
amendea Constitution.

What Chicagoan would be benefited by a 
defeat of the bond issue? Isn’t a successful 
Fair on any site in Chicago better than no 
Fair here at all, or at best an unsuccessful 
one? I think the voters have considered these 
mattersand that whatever scare there has 
been has been raised by people who hoped 
thereby to influence action by the Board of 
Directors. 

LJ cannot see that the Lake-Front, as mat- 
ters now stand, enters into the election at all. 
Whether any stilling be done or not, it is an as- 
sured fact thatsome handsome buildings are 
to be put there.

They have in addition to that bor- 
rowed capital amounting to $80,000,000. 
These plants were mortgaged then to the 
amount of $76,000,000, or 40 per cent of their 
value. But the farm lands in Illinois are 
mortgaged for only 14 or 15 per cent of their 
value. If mortgages prove a lack of pros 
perity the manufacturers of Massachusetts 
are vastly worse off than the Illinois farmers.

The fact that more cap- 
italists and more manufacturers do 
not unite and make more goods is 
evidence that they are getting only a nominal 
profit on those they are making now. If their 
profits were a half or third of what Palmer & 
Co, assert it would not be long before there 
would be a dollar invested in manufacturing 
for every dime at present. Palmer’s wild as- 
sertions are refuted by their mere absurdity.

Encouraged by the shouts of the ignorant, 
unthinking crowds that have made up his 
audiences he has made free trade and open 
ports for European goods his main issue, On 
that he hopes to carry the Cook County dele- 
gation and to go to tne Senate. Other Demo- 
cratic candidates for Congress and for minor 
offices have taken the cue from him and are 
denouncing all protection to applauding mobs. 
Supposing the voters generally should be- 
lieve Palmer when he says that “ protection is 
a robbery of them, and should vote to send 
him to the Senate and should send a delega- 
tion of Democratic Congressmen to the House 
from Illinois. In that case, with the aid of 
the Ohio gerrymander, the next House of 
Representatives would be largely Democratic 
beyond a doubt, and would be controlled by a 
party one of whose ablest members, Frank 
Hurd, says: 

No legislation on the tariff question will ever 
settle 1t until a law has been passed on the lines 
of free trade. The people who are free-traders do 
not accept any act of legislatiye interference with 
trade with any other country. One is as bad as 
another in principle. 


In England, France, or Canada a vote of the 
people condemning one policy and approving 
of another would result in the almost imme- 
diate assumption of power by the victorious 
party and by the adoption of the legislation 
which the people had shown they favored. In 
this country it has been different, but there 
are ways in which the popular will can be put 
into effect. : 

Supposing President Harrison were to call 
together the leaders of the Republican party 
and say to them: While Iam a Republican 
and a protectionist I am also the President 
of the whole people, and it is my duty to see, 
as far as I can, that their clearly-expressed 
will is carried into effect. I will therefore 
call the Fifty-second Congress together the 
5th of March and let Congress pass a free-trade 
bill, as the people have condemned protec- 
tion. The Senate, in spite of the changes 
made by the late elections, will still be Repub- 
lican, but some of its members may be im- 
pressed by this revolution in public senti- 
ment on the tariff and may feel inclined to 
bow to it and to permit the free-traders to pass 
a bill doing away with protection.” 

Supposing the Fifty-second Congress were 
called together under these circumstances on 
the 5th of March and the House were to pass a 
bill taking all duties off European cheap com- 
petitive goods and putting heavy duties on cof- 
fee, sugar, tea, rubber, tobacco, liquors, etc. 
Supposing the Senate concurred with the 
Democratic rade bill and it went into ef- 
fect the Ist of July next, the begiuning of a 
fiscal year, the great leap could have been 
made and protection would be exchanged for 
free trade. The old Democratic doctrine 
preached by John C. Calhoun would at last be 
in force, and John M. Palmer. Whig’ Ew- 
and, McGann, Durborow, Newberry, and all 
the others woul then be happy. 

As the custom-house revenues would be 
much smaller than of old the deficiency would 
have to be made good by an incometax. It 
might be necessary also to cut down ex- 
penses, to.abandon coast fortifications and in- 
ternal improvements, and repeal the last Pen- 
sion law-—the one Palmer congratulated 
Cleveland on vetoing. 

But these are comparatively trivial matters. 
The great effect of the change from protec- 
tion to free trade would be immediately felt 
by millions of workingmen, and in fact by all 
mep. The moment American ports were open 
to competitive goods hundreas of steamers 
would leave European ports laden with cheap 
goods produced by the cheap labor of the Old 
World. They would be thrown on the Ameri- 
can market in vast quantities, As they would 
be much cheaper than the home ones, 
nobody would purchase the dearer American 
goods, The home manufacturers, unable to 
compete, would close their establishments at 
once until their workmen would accept the 
European rates of wages. None but foreign 
goods would be bought. The goli and silver 
of the country would be shipped abroad by 


| the returning steamers, and when the precious 


metals in this country were exhausted the 
credit of the country would be pledged in pay- 
ment. But that process would speedily come to 


an end. When there was nothing left to pay 
| the balance of trade the American manu- 
| factories would reopen at European rates of 


wages. The men who worked in them would 
get about half of their old wages, but they would 
accept only after 4 desperate struggle with 
starvation. Crowds now yelling for Palmer 
would not like the wages his policy had forced 
them to accept. But they could not hold 
the Republicans responsible for it. They 


could not say it was the work of protection.

INDIAN COMMISSIONER MORGAN'S RE- 
‘PORT 


The annual report of the Commissioner of 
the Indian Bureau shows gratifying progress 
made by his department in the work of civiliz- 
ing its dusky wards. At the date of its last 
annual report there were 133 reservations, 
with an aggregate area of 116,000,000 acres, 
but during the year 13,000,000 acres have been 
secured from the Indians, and agreements for 
4,500,000 more are pending in Congress. The 
work of making allotments in severalty pro- 
gresees steadily, nearly 8,000 having been 
made on the various reservations, the most of 
them in South Dakota. The most satisfactory 
part of the Commissioner’s report, however, 
is concerned with the question of education, 
which lies at the foundation of the work of In- 
dian civilization,. Upon this point the Com- 
tnissioner says: 


ment to break up reservations, destroy tribal re- 
lations, settle the Indians upon their own home 
steads, incorporate them into national life, and 
deal with them not as nations, or tribes, or 
bands, but as individual citizens. The American 
Indian is to become the Indian-American. A pub 
lic school system is being rapidly provided, 
whereby every accessible Indian boy and girl of 
school age is to be afforded an opportunity of 
acquiring the rudiments of an English education 
and the elements of an honorabie calling. The 
Indians themselves are coming to understand the 
present policy of the Government, and are show- 
ing an increasing and even desire to 
adjust themselves to it. During the last year I 
have had personal interviews with prominent 
chiefs and representative Indians everywhere, and 
almost without exception they have pleaded for 
more and better schools. 

This.shows gratifying progress and a most 


certainly if Commissioner Morgan is not ob- 


structed in carrying out his policy by the sen- 


timentalists on the one hand or sectarian in- 
fluences on the other the great problem of 
Indian civilization will soon be in a fair way 
of solution. Upon this subject he says he is 
desirous of bringing the Indian school system 
into harmonious and practical relations with 
our public schools, because he believes that 
the latter are the most effective agencies for 
Americanizing our foreign population. Not 
only this, but wherever it is practical he is 
placing Indians in the public schools, and ex- 
presses himself “‘in favor of compelling, as 
soon as it is practicable, every Indian child 
of suitable age and health for whom accom- 
modations are provided to attend school ten 
months out of twelve.“ 

The policy which Commissioner Morgan 
has outlined is the only one which can be re- 
lied upon to solve the problem practically and 
definitely, and not one of his predecessors has 
shown a more comprehensive or business-like 
understanding of it, Every report or recom- 
mendation which he has made demonstrates 
the wisdom of Congress in refusing to listen 
to the protests of sectarians because he had 
declined to swerve from the strict line of his 
duty to subserve the interests of this or that 
church. Put the Indian children into the 
schools; make them go to school. Teach 
them the three R’s and the fundamentals. 
Educate them to speak English, read English, 
write English, to cipher, and to work at trades 
or at farming. That is his policy, and it is not 
only the right policy, but the only one that 
can accomplish the work of Indian civiliza- 
tion. In the development of this policy Con- 
gress should extend to the Commissioner all 
possible assistance and encouragement. 


COAL GAS FOR FUEL. 

Gen. Hickenlooper addressed the Commer- 
cial Club of Cincinnati last weex on the sub- 
jectef smoke prevention and the value of gas 
for fuel. Some of his statements in regard to 
the latter will be new to a majority of readers 
and of interest to many. He referred to the 
demonstrated loss of pressure in passing gas 
through pipes, and céncluded that while it 
may be physically possible to convey it any 
required distance it is commercially imprac- 
ticable to pipe gas a distance of, say, ninety 
wiles,. But he thinks this is not a fact to be 
much deplored by the manufacturers in cities 
that are far from the source of supply, as 
theory and experience prove that where bitu- 
minous coal or coke is vrocurable at 
moderate prices and used in the most im- 
proved form of furnace settings little or no 
pecuniary advantage can result to industrial 
establishments from the use of the best gase- 
ous fuel ever discovered, made, or utilized. 
The improvements of the last few years in 
boilers, etc., enable manufacturers to avail 
themselves of some three-fourths of the entire 
energy in solid fuel, leaving only 25 per cent 
of loss, which cannot be saved in practice by 
any means whatever, though it may be the- 
origed about. To be equally cheap with coal 
at 2.50 per ton natural gas must not seli at 
more than 10 cents per 1,000 feet, while it 
would cost $1.27 per 1,000 to deliver it from 
tye Indiana region to Cincinnati, a distance of 
about 90 miles. 

The existing conditions in regard to domes- 
tic consumption are widely different. In the 
best kitchen stoves and ranges now in use not 
more than 15 per cent of the fuel energy is de- 
veloped, and in many not more than one part 
in 20. In the.ordinary open fire or grate serv- 
ice 95 per cent of the heat force is wasted, and 


the gas can be made to give out as much heat 
as in making steam for the factory, so that it

The possibility that such a bill may pass 
probably will ereate a feeling of consterna- 
tion among American heiresses seeking titles. 
Spain is already closed to them, for no self- 
respecting American girl would consent to 
buy titles which are dirt cheap in the public 
market and Mus fail to carry prestige with 
them. France also will be virtually closed to 
them. There are not many titles left there 
and they are held very high, as Miss Caldwell 
found in thecase of Prince.Murat; but if in 
addition to the first. cost to be paid for a 
prince an additional tax of $20,000 is to be 
demanded it makes the goods so high as virt- 
ually to amount toa prohibitive tariff.

The opposition victory in Greece was at first 
deemed likely to hurry events in Southeastern 
Europe, and perhaps to bring on an imme- 
diate collision between Greece and Turkey.

Those three 
Greek ironclads might or might not prove 
able to sweep the Turkish fleet from the 
Egean Sea, but there are other fleets to be 
thought of. 


Gladstone on the Plan of Campaign. 


By far the most remarkable passage in Mr. 
Gladstone’s Irish speech was the passage on 
the plan of campaign. United Ireland hails 
itas asplendid vindication. Mr. Gladstone 
admits that the plan is illegal and declares 
that he will justify nothing that is illegal. In 
the next breath he says that it was an abso- 
lute necessity and that the real authors of it are 
the Government. Most people would think 
-that a justification; yet nobody denies that 
the plan is illegal. The Pope has pronounced 
it so; and Mr. Parnell refused to sanction it. 
The best comment on Mr. Gladstone’s defense 
of boycotting is the murder of Mary Flana- 
gan. It is the usual story, with one varia- 
tion. Flanagantook an evicted farm. He 
was warned and boycotted, but proving in- 
sensible to this form of moral suasion he 
was to have been murdered. His assassin 
murdered his daughter by mistake. It was 
last week that Mr. Gladstone challenged his 
opponents toshow him any recent case in jus- 
tification of their charge that boycotting rests 
on crime or that, in his own words, crime 
dogs the footsteps of the league. 

Froude’s Study of Beaconsfield. 

Mr. Froude’s short study of Lord Beacons- 
field, a little duodecimo volume of 200 pages, 
is a better account of the great Tory — 
than can anywhereelse be found. It is Disraeli, 
the man, who interests Mr. Froude most of 
all, and he has painted a portrait of him which 
is both like and life-like. The clever Jewish 
adventurer stands out in almost roic pro- 
portions from this small canvas. He was 
not a great statesman nor a great writer, says 
Mr. Froude. His political work dies with him. 
He achieved nothing that will last, and his 
novels would presently be forgotten but for 
their author. No matter, Disraeli remains 
a great figure in his century; original, unique, 
of rare courage and genius, and now seen to 
be a much more — — individual 
than the public has heretofore thought him. 
It is something to have the most singular 
statesman of his time described by the first of

FACTS REGARDING THE WORSTED- 
CLOTHS CLASSIFICATION BILL.

Henry H. Smith, Journal Clerk of the Na- 
tional House of Representatives, Tells 
the Story of the Law’s Passage—More 
than a Quorum Present and No Nega- 
tive Votes Cast—Present Faulty Con- 

gressional Methods, 


The well-built, black-eyed gentleman who 
occupied a seat in-the rotunda of the Leland 
Hotel the greater part of last evening was 
Henry H. Smith, Journal Clerk of the. House 
of Representatives. Mr. Smith was on his 
way to his home, Kalamazoo, Mich., after an 
extended trip through the West, when he was 
compelled to wait over a day in Chicago by 
the illness of his daughter, who has been 
traveling with him. 

The various titles bestowed upon Speaker 
Reed by the Democratic press, such as Czar, 
autocrat, and the like, are the merest 
bosh, said he. “His first rulng, in 
respect to counting a quorum, made. 
in January during the contested election de- 
bates, was the cause of much consideration of 
the needs of the times and many consultations 
with the other Republican representatives. 
While there were but three caucuses held by 
the Republican members during the preceding 
session under the Democratic régime, during 
the last session Mr. Reed called caucuses of 
his party on fifteen occasions. While there 
were a number of Republicans who disap- 
proved of his proposed course and whose ob- 
jections had to be overcome before a definite 
stand was made, there were also a large num- 
ber of the better class of Democrats, those 
who had the interests of their country at 
heart, who personally approved of the Speak- 
er’s course, although they cast their votes 
with their party against him. Such men saw 
that the new methods expedited the transac- 
tion of business. The power of the Speaker 
under the new system is great, but the ex- 
treme to which dilatory tactics had been car- 
ried demanded a radical change. 

Asked to give his views in regard to the 
alleged invalidation of the Worsted Cloths 
Classification bill Mr. Smith said:

The Cause of Numerous Errors. 


More, however, than a faulty system of en- 
ment and enrollment of b is the time of 

the meeting of Congress the cause of the numer- 
ous errore found in laws. Unless convened by the 
President in extra session, each Congress first 
meets on the first Monday in December, thirteen 
‘months after the election of members of the 
House. As a result the first or long session is 
not only protracted into but through the summer 
months, in the last Con terminating Oct. 
20,and in the present Oct.1. After July 1 it is 
always difficult to retain @ quorum, owing to the 
bad condition of political fences as well as bad 
health of members. The average long session 
for many years past has been eight months, while 
the “short session . vrs | can be but three, 
and that is always interrupted by the holiday re- 


cess of ten days. 

In other words, the long session is too long 
and the “short” session is too short for the proper 
transaction of the business of Congress, which 
has increased out of all proportion with the in- 
crease of population and representation. There 
were introduced inthe last session alone more 
bills than during the first fifty years of our histo- 
ry. Now that the tariff question is out of the way 
I have no doubt that this matter will receive at- 


tention, possibly during the coming session. 

An Extra Session of Congress Probable. 

As to an extra session, I think the President 
would be justified in calling one, whatever may 
be the result of the coming tion. The calen- 
dars of both Houses, but more especially of the 
House of Representatives, are loaded with bills— 
over 1,300, I believe—while two bills alone—the 
Election and Apportionment bills—are likely to 
take up fully one-haifof the time of Congress 
d the regular session, There are also 
same forty bills for the erection of public build- 

on the calendar of unfinished business, about 

half of which will be reached and disposed of. 

There have been so far but eleven extra sessions 
called, and as no given period is fixed by way of 
notice the President can call an extra session 
upon a week or ten days’ notice if he should deem 
it advisable. As to that, I think he will be gov- 
erned by what seems to be the general opinion of 
the Republican leaders in Congress.

BUSINESS. 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The business record for October shows unprece- 
dented totals in many directions. Starting with 
the bank clearings the clearings for the whole 
country are the largest ever recorded in any 
month. They are about 15 per cent greater than 
in October, 1889, and will exceed the clearings of 
last May, which were the largest ever known, by 
10 per cent. As has been the case all the year the 
activity in Chicago ran far ahead of the general 
increase throughout the whole country. Chi- 
cago's clearings for October were over $405,000,000 
and by long odds the greatest in the history of the 
city. The gain over October, 1889, was about 23 
per cent. The high water mark before haa been 
in May, but the clearings for October exceeded 
those of May by over $30,000,000. : 

One does not have to look far to find the reason 
for these great clearings. Chicago and the whole 
country were never doing so much business. “The 
receipts of grain at this point, as kept at the 
Bureau of Inspection for the year ending Oct. 31, 
exceeded those of the preceding year by 23,000 
cars, Even that does not fully mark the vast in- 
crease in receipts, for the average size of a car- 
load of grain is growing larger each year. The 
receipts of cattle for October were 382,000, which 
was 52,000 morethan in October, 1889. The re- 
ceipts for October were unprecedented. 

Both wholesale and retail business seem on the 
top wave of prosperity. The value of wholesale 
trade is perhaps slightly less than it was earlier 
in the season. but it shows only the falling off due 
to the advance of the season and has in it no ele- 
ments of weakness, Everywhere collec tions are 
reported as entirely satisfactory. 

Money is much more plenty in the country than 
it isin the city. The heavy movement of cattle 
and grain and the high prices that farm products 
are bringing has sent a flow of money country- 
ward, which has filled the vaults of the country 
banks while it drained the money centers. The 
country banks are now large buyers of commercial 
paper with which to occupy their surplus. After 
Nov, 10 there will bean increased movement of 
currency back tothe money centers, as the bills 
of the merchants come due, and this return flow 
will increase in volume till well into January. 
Funds at the money centers are now in active use 
to the last dollar in carrying forward the unprec- 
edented industrial activity and money will be no 
easier till the returning tide from the country 
gathers volume enough to make an impression on 
the situation. That will not be for thirty days at 
least, and perhaps not before Jan.1. There were 
large shipments of currency to the West from 
New York during the week and Treasury 
operations also took considerable money out of 
the market there. The output from the Treasury 
ou account of purchase of the 4% per cent bonds 
was small. The return flow from the South seems 
to have commenced in earnest. 

The customs receipts for October were greater 
than for any two months in the last fifteen years. 
Imports made before Oct. 1 may be withdrawn 
from bond any time before Feb. 1 at the old rate 
of duty, and itis likely the receipts of customs 
will continue heavy till that date. The movement 


Of exports is now extremely heavy. The cotton 


crop seems likely to bear out the estimates, mak- 
ing it the largest on record. The crop is being 
moved with unusual rapidity. Every channel is 
crowded to the utmost. The large number of 
cotton bills is having a weakening effect on the 
sterling exchange market, and there now seems 
some likelihood of gold imports. 

There is almost unmixed cheerfulness among the 
iron men. In Chicago the situation in pig-iron 
showed decided improvement during the week. Sev- 
eral large contracts were placed at $19.50. Iron men 
feel confident of a heavy trade and firm prices for 
the rest of the year. An advance in bar-iron is 
anticipated. The copper market during tae week 
was without notable transactions. 

There has been an advance in the retail coal 
market, but the anthracite coal trade is not in as 
flourishing condition as most other branches of 


business. The trade for October fell below ex- 


pectations and pool prices were not well main- 
tained. The total production of anthracite from 
Jan. 1 to Oct. 25 has been 28,384,000 tons, being 
355,000 less than for the corresponding period of 
last year. 


FINANCIAL. 


The money market for Nov. 1 is exactly what it 
was for Oct. 31. The ending of one month and 
the beginning of another brought no change. The 
7 per cent rate is the general one. There are still 
a good many loans being made at 6 per cent and 
there would be if the general rate went up to 8 
per cent, but the 6 per cent loans are governed by 
exceptional circumstances and do not indicate the 
market.
